After confirming he would

The questions the meeting, 
held on Monday, was set to an¬ 
swer were, why the 1999 esti¬ 
mates for upgrading and reno¬ 
vating the County Administra¬ 
tion Building by architects and 
engineers was $796,700 and, in 
a County publication, the fig¬ 
ure appears as $1,850,000. The 
second question was. why there 
are different cost estimates in 
several County publications. 

These questions were asked 
by Kuelker. at the Dec. 23 
County meeting before the pe¬ 
tition was presented. 

"Mr. Kuelker used a prelimi¬ 
nary working document which 
was subsequently updated in 
final form to base his calcula¬ 
tion on,” said County Commis¬ 
sioner Harold Johnsrude. 
“Moreover, he arbitrarily de¬ 
leted such necessary items as 
electrical and mechanical costs, 
demolition of existing interioi- 
space, architect fees, GST, tech¬ 
nology and refurnishing up¬ 
grades making his total number 
($796,700) incomplete and mis¬ 
leading.” 

It is unclear at this point 
how Kuelker got the prelimi¬ 
nary working document, see¬ 
ing it was not released to the 
public, because it was incom¬ 
plete. 

Johnsrude, used a complete 
chronological review of the 
steps, studies and decision 
points regarding the building 
project.

Waste Commission explains “financial crisis

Poor management prac¬ 
tices, inappropriate per¬ 
sonal use of a credit card 
and not providing correct 
information to board mem¬ 
bers were three of the nu¬ 
merous factors contributing 
to Mountain View Regional 
Waste Commission’s 

$500,000 shortage that 
shocked municipal councils 
this past spring. 

A summary of the foren¬ 
sic audit on Mountain View 
Regional Waste Commission 
(MVRWC), conducted by Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs, outlined se¬ 
rious mismanagement issues 
that led to a “financial cri- 


The commission, which is 
responsible for handling of 
solid waste and recycling for 
the communities of Moun¬ 
tain View County, was 
formed in 2000 as an answer 
to waste handling problems 
all municipalities were hav¬ 
ing with their landsites. 

A shortfall of $500,000 
worth of funding was discov¬ 
ered in the spring of 2002, 
as a result Municipal Af¬ 
fairs was called in to con¬ 
duct a forensic audit and 
Brian Austrom temporarily 
replaced MVRWC CAO Larry 
Nault who was dismissed 
with cause. 

Although entire forensic 


audit was not released for 
public consumption, because 
it involved private informa¬ 
tion dealing with personnel 
issues, a summary detailed 
what went so terribly 
wrong. 

Acting CAO Austrom said 
one of the first statements 
in the summary was “signifi¬ 
cant cash flow shortages ex¬ 
perienced by the commission 
appear to be due to excessive 
operation and capital spend¬ 
ing, inadequate funding as 
well as poor management 
practices and oversights 
rather than direct misappro¬ 
priation.” 

One comment did refer to 
poor management practices 


and another stated a credit 
card was inappropriately 
used for personal purposes. 

Neither Austrom or Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs would pro¬ 
vide specific examples of 
credit card use because of 
possible pending legal ac¬ 
tion. 

The summary went on to 
say accounting records and 
supporting documentation 
were incomplete. Evidence of 
missing records and re¬ 
moval of files from the com¬ 
mission offices was evident. 

All this under the noses 
of directors who thought 
everything was running 
smoothly.

indications that incomplete or 
misleading financial information 
had been presented to councils.” 

“The Board wasn’t always 
given the full information,” said 
Austrom. “The forensic auditor 
looked at this operation from its 
inception, one of the comments 
he made to me was that if you 
were to look at the audited fi¬ 
nancial statement for the first 
six months and compared it to 
its budget you would have seen 
indications the cost of adminis¬ 
tration was exceeding budget 
already, unfortunately nobody 
pointed that out to the board’s 
members and board members 
wouldn’t know how to read that. 

“From day one the organiza¬ 
tion was insufficient.” 

“They didn’t get the full in¬ 
formation from the CAO,” said 
Austrom. 

“I’ve had a chance to go 
through the books. I’ve looked 
at all the agenda packages pre¬ 
sented to the board. If this was 
the only information I was pre¬ 
sented I would have thought 
everything was fine too. The 
board was given incorrect, mis¬ 
leading information, that was 
prepared by Nault, as to the fi¬ 
nancial situation.” 

In fact, from day one, the or¬ 
ganization was insufficient, said 
Austrom. 

He said the summary also 
outlined poor planning and 
budgeting as major contributors 
to the cash shortage problems. 

“In other words, the budget 
put together didn’t show the true 
picture of what the commission 
was to operate,” said Austrom. 
“The concept of being a self-sup-

the basis that this commission 
would fund itself and that 
wasn’t realistic. The reality is 
that garbage removal must be 
subsidized by the taxpayers, it 
is everywhere else,” said 
Austrom. 

Steps to fix the troubled com¬ 
mission began as soon as the 
shortfall was discovered. 

Municipalities have paid the 
outstanding $500,000 and taken 
steps to address the 
underfunding of the operation. 

The board has taken the in¬ 
formation provided by Austrom 
to address every issue outlined 
in the audit. 

“Business-wise we have pre¬ 
pared a business plan, fees have 
been increased to cover the cost 
of services offered,” said 
Austrom. 

Administration will be han¬ 
dled by Mountain View County, 
as of Jan. 1, and a new CAO will 
be hired. 

“This all provides you with a 
double check, with competent 
staff to ensure things are being

The Didsbuiy Aquatic Center 
has raised their prices this New 
Year. Aquatic Center rates were 
reviewed and compared with other 
aquatic centers, and at the Com¬ 
munity Services Committee meet¬ 
ing on Nov. 24, revised rates were 
presented to them. 

The recommended rates were 
presented to Town Council on 
Dec. 15, and they were then ap¬ 
proved. 

Aquacize drop-in has increased 
from $4.25 to $5.00, along with 
Deep Water Workout drop-in. An 
Aquacize 10 times pass has gone 
from $37.50 to $45.00. Aquacize 
one and three month passes are 
no longer available. A Deep Wa¬ 
ter Workout one month pass is still 
offered, only for $35.00 instead of 
$32.50. 

50 Plus Fun and Fitness drop 
in has gone from $3.50 to $4.00. 
The 10 times pass for this is now 
$36.00 instead of the old $32.50, 
and a three month pass is now 
$90.00. A one month pass is no 
longer available. 

The Early Bird/Lap three 
month pass is now $90.00, and the 
season pass is now $275.00. 

A regular Family Season Pass 
can be purchased for $495.00. A 
new Season Pass Business Pack¬ 
age is now being offered. If a busi¬ 
ness purchases a bundle includ¬ 
ing three to five families, they will 
receive a 25^ discount, paying 
only $371.25 per family, and 
$56.25 for any additional people. 
For a bundle including six to eight 
families, a 35'/; discount is given, 
costing $321.75 for a family, 
$48.75 for each additional person. 

The more families you include 
in a bundle the cheaper it is. For a 
bundle of nine to 11 families, the 
cost is $272.25 each, $41.25 for 
each additional person. Lastly, a 
50'/! discount is given for a 12 to 
15 family bundle, costing $247.50, 
or $37.50 per additional person. 

These passes are valid for pub¬ 
lic, family, and lap swimming 
scheduled times and do not in¬ 
clude admission to programs that 
include instruction such as 
aquacize, deep water workout and 
lessons. 

A family is defined as one to 
two adults (common-law or mar¬ 
ried) with children under the age 
of 18 for whom are legal guard¬ 
ians living in the same household. 
This does not include grandpar¬ 
ents, aunts, uncles, cousins, etc. 
This also does not include visit¬ 
ing relatives, or other people’s 
children entering with a family for 
family swim. 

These packages are only avail¬ 
able to a business when they pur¬ 
chase what is outlined. Verifica¬ 
tion of employment within the 
business and/or membership 
within the association/organiza¬ 
tion will be necessary prior to pur¬ 
chase of a business package pass.

New health information system to 
improve patient care

The Calgary Health Region 
(CHR) has recently entered 
into an agreement to pur¬ 
chase a new health informa¬ 
tion system to better manage 
patient information, support 
the delivery of high-quality 
care, and enhance patient 
safety in its hospitals. 

The Region’s Board has ap¬ 
proved the seven -year con¬ 
tract with Eclipsys Corpora¬ 
tion, The Outcomes Company 
based in Boca raton, Florida. 
The Region selected its 
SunriseXA advanced clinical 


solution and workflow mod¬ 
ules. 

The Region will start by im¬ 
plementing the SunriseX\ in 
the three urban adult hospitals 
in 2004 and 2005, and the new 
Alberta’s Children Hospital by 
2007. 

“It will eventually be system 
wide,” said Doug Fraser, CHR 
communications. “Including 
Didsbury and area.” 

The Region is unsure at this 
point when the SunriseXA will 
go system wide, but it will start 
to benefit Albertans as soon as 
the first one is implemented. 

“We were looking for an in¬ 
tegrated solution to link phy¬ 


sicians, staff, and hospitals 
across the region,” said Dr. 
Chris Eagle, vice president and 
chief information officer for the 
CHR. “SunriseXA is a funda¬ 
mental building block of a 
larger initiative to provide con¬ 
nectivity and continuity of im¬ 
proved patient care across the 
province. Specifically, we are 
looking to implement best prac¬ 
tices, recreate a comprehensive 
patient record within our hos¬ 
pitals, and link this system 
with others in the community 
and primary care settings to 
support continuity of care. The 
system includes a number of 
tools to protect privacy of 


health information.” 

Dr. Eagle said the patient care 
information system will provide 
timely access to information criti¬ 
cal for clinical decision making, 
help to reduce the potential for 
medical errors, and speed up the 
flow of information that can be 
critical to saving lives. 

The SunriseXA workflow 
modules to be developed in the 
Calgary Health Region include 
the enterprise Computer-based 
Patient (CPR) and workflow 
engine. Clinical Documentation 
Eclipsys.

cancer or heart disease. This 
study was done by researchers 
at the University of California 
and the University of New 
York. Participants were 118,094 
adults who were enrolled in the 
American Cancer Society pre¬ 
vention study (CPS I). 

Their health was monitored 
for a period of 39 years. This 
study began in late 1959. Lung 
cancer and heart disease rates 
in non-smokers married to 
smokers was compared with 
non-smoking couples. 

They found no difference.

This is an original, very early photo of Didsbury, looking South. 

Note that the train station is ‘turned around’ and the sidewalks are 
built on stilts. Beyond the elevators is the sandstone building (once 
the hospital) complete with a balcony and a veranda both of which 
were taken off many years ago. At the very edge on the picture is the 
Maple Leaf Flour Mill built by Manasseh Weber in 1907. In 1910 
the mill along with the chop house, store house, driving shed and 
office were completely destroyed by a late night fire. Reconstruction 
began in August of the same year thanks to the efforts of the Alberta 
Farmers Association and the Didsbury businessmen who canvassed 
to raise money to help Menasseh rebuild.

The Alberta Horse Industry 
Branch gave out its fifth Dis¬ 
tinguished Service Award this 
past weekend at the Horse 
Breeders and Owners Confer¬ 
ence in Red Deer.

“This award is recognizing 
people who have done exem¬ 
plary things for the horse in¬ 
dustry,” said Les Burwash, 
Manager of Horse Programs, 
Alberta Agriculture. “Roy is a 
writer, educator, volunteer, 
someone always involved in the 
horse industry.” 

Roy has been breeding 
Percheron Horses since 1956. 
He was the Secretary Treas¬ 
urer for the Canadian 
Percheron Association for 19 
years. Roy also served as Presi¬ 
dent of the Alberta Percheron 
Club and before that was a di¬ 
rector for them. 

“This is my third year as 
director of the Wild Rose Draft 
Horse Association,” said Roy. 
“I also served as a Percheron 
breed representative, in the Ca¬ 
nadian Livestock Records Co¬ 


pionship to the Calgary Stam¬ 
pede, Roy is very proud to say 
it’s in its third year. He helped 
negotiate with the Calgary 
Philharmonic Orchestra, to 
have them to play at the Cham¬ 
pionship, making it an attrac¬ 
tion that over 30,000 attend 
each year. 

The list continues, when Roy 
was on the Mountain View 
County Board of Directors, 
and was a member of the Heavy 
Horse Committee, and contin¬ 
ues to announce the show to¬ 
day. 

“I read pedigrees for the 
announcer at the Mid America 
Draft Horse Sale in Illinois, and 
also at the Eastern States Draft 
Horse Show in Ohio, the old¬ 
est continuous draft horse sale 
in North America,” said Roy.

Over the years Roy taught

This is a column about statistics. Not statistics in regard to 
the cost of the Federal Gun registry, these grow worse at such 
an alarming rate that no one can keep up to them. Not statis¬ 
tics about the divorce rate which is alarming, or the rate of 
interest being paid on your savings account, which is pitiful, 
or the percentage of marijuana users or young females who 
smoke cigarettes or the ratio of girls to boys who enter ad¬ 
vanced science programs. All of these statistics are ihteresting 
but I can’t quote them because I don't have exact numbers for 
2003 and even if I did, how do we know that they have not 
been skewed to fit the perceptions of the working statistician 
anyway. This column is not about any of those things. 

Yesterday a CBC announcer told us that 600 kids live on the 
streets in Calgary. Six hundred kids living outside, in Winter, 
in Calgary? To qualify as a kid you would have to be under the 
age of 18. Are any of these kids, babies who live with their 
parents on the street? Are any of them between the ages of 6 
and 16? If so where do they go to school? What are the circum¬ 
stances that force a child to live on the street? Who is respon¬ 
sible for the child’s welfare? What can we do about this? But 
this column is not about kids on the street either. It is about 
statistics as they apply to people who die from BSE, better 
know as Mad Cow Disease. 

Friday December 9 Calgary Herald tells us that African AIDS 
numbers have been inflated and actually instead of an esti¬ 
mated 29.4 million people with the HIV virus there are prob¬ 
ably only 22 million who have it. Only 22 million, somehow 
that is not at all reassuring. Hundreds of Africans die every 
day from AIDS related diseases and lots and lots of them are 
little children. In the same time frame how many Africans died 
from BSE? None. 

In December Reader’s Digest we read that each year an esti¬ 
mated 10,000 patients die in Canadian Hospitals as a result of 
staff errors and about another 20,000 may die from unforeseen 
or preventable causes while under care outside the hospital. 
This means that your chances of dying while under medical 
care are infinitely higher than if you had eaten 2 cows a week 
for your entire life. 

ALS, or Lou Gehrig’s disease, is the most common cause of 
neurological death It is always fatal and once contracted life 
expectancy is 3 to 5 years. It is a horrible disease and while the 
victim eventually becomes paralyzed the mind remains alert so 
that no nuance of the horror goes unrecognized. It is not a 
rare disease, and 2 - 3 Canadians die from it every day. That’s 
between 800 and 1000 Canadians in 2003. How many Canadi¬ 
ans died from BSE last year? None. 

Statistics for Multiple Sclerosis are very similar. Fifty Thou¬ 
sand Canadians have Multiple Sclerosis. Canada has one of 
the highest rates of multiple sclerosis in the world. How many 
Canadians have BSE? None. 

In Alberta the leading causes of death are diseases of the 
heart, cancer, strokes, accidents, chronic obstructive pulmo¬ 
nary disease, pneumonia and influenza, and suicide. BSE is 
not on the list. 

How is it that all this time energy and media coverage is 
being spent on what is essentially a non issue. Wouldn’t it 
make more sense to fight conditions and diseases that actually 
kill people and cause untold suffering the World over? It’s not 
just that beef is a zillion dollar industry and it’s not just be¬ 
cause we in the west are dependant upon on it. The World is 
desperately short of protein and we who produce the World’s 
finest protein are being penalized for doing so. Something weird 
is happening here and while I usually don’t have much pa¬ 
tience with people that imagine conspiracies lurking in back 
rooms and plots being hatched in penthouses there must be a 
reason for this and there must be some money in it for some¬ 
body.

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QUESTION: My 4-year-old has recently “discovered” his 
penis and seems rather preoccupied with it. Do you think it’s 
unusual or sinful for him to fondle himself so much? 

DR. DOBSON: The answer to both of your questions is 
an emphatic “no!” Unintentional (or even intentional) self¬ 
arousal in young children, specifically boys, is neither unu¬ 
sual nor sinful. Your little guy is simply showing that he is 
“properly wired.” There are no long-term consequences to 
this kind of innocent childish behavior, and it will soon re¬ 
solve itself. 

The only significance to early fondling activity is in how 
you as a parent deal with it. I’ve received letters from moth¬ 
ers who say they have spanked their preschoolers for touch¬ 
ing themselves. Some have described great concerns about 
this behavior, seeing it as evidence of an immoral nature that 
had to be crushed. That is a very dangerous posture to take. 
I suggest that you not make a big deal over it. 

QUESTION: That’s easy for you to say. My 4-year-old 
daughter doesn’t just fondle herself at home, where we can 
ignore it. She rubs herself whenever we are in public, such as 
at church or at a restaurant. How should I deal with that? 

DR. DOBSON: You should respond as a teacher, not a 
disciplinarian. Take your daughter aside and talk about your 
concern. Explain that there are some things that we don’t do 
in public — not because they are wrong, but because they are 
impolite. Just as you wouldn’t urinate in front of other peo¬ 
ple, you should not be touching yourself when others can see 
you. If she continues to fondle herself, other people will think 
she is strange and some may laugh at her — something you’re 
sure she wouldn’t like. Your purpose in speaking this way is 
to sensitize her to the social implications involved in what 
she’s doing. Show yourself to be firm and confident, not 
shocked or embarrassed. 

The key to your approach is the avoidance of any sugges¬ 
tion that her body is dirty or “wrong” or evil. Such an impli¬ 
cation might raise a whole host of other problems for your 
child that could carry over into adolescence and even adult¬ 
hood. 


QUESTION: What immediate changes would you make 
in junior and senior high schools to improve the learning 
environment there? 

DR. DOBSON: Most important, we must make schools 
safer for students and teachers. Guns, drugs and adolescence 
make a deadly cocktail. It is unbelievable what we have per¬ 
mitted to happen on our campuses. No wonder some kids 
can’t think about their studies. Their lives are in danger! 
Yes, we can reduce the violence if we’re committed to the task. 
Armed guards? Maybe. Metal detectors? If necessary. More 
expulsions? Probably. No-nonsense administrators? Definitely. 
When schools are blessed by strong leadership, like the legen¬ 
dary Joe Clark at Eastside High School in Paterson, N.J., 
they make dramatic progress academically. Above all, we must 
do what is required to pacify the combat zones in junior and 
senior high schools. 

We will not solve our pervasive problems, however, with 
the present generation of secondary school students. Our best 
hope for the future is to start over with the youngsters just 
coming into elementary school. We can rewrite the rules with 
these wide-eyed kids. Let’s redesign the primary grades to 
include a greater measure of discipline. I’m not talking merely 
about more difficult assignments and additional homework. 
I’m recommending more structure and control in the class¬ 
room. 

As the first official voice of the school, the primary 
teacher is in a position to construct positive attitudinal foun¬ 
dations on which future educators can build. Conversely, she 
can fill her young pupils with contempt and disrespect. A child’s 
teachers during the first six years will largely determine the 
nature of his attitude toward authority and the educational 
climate in junior and senior high school (and beyond).

After reading the findings 
she stated, "There is simply no 
convincing evidence linking 
second-hand smoke to lung 
cancer and heart disease." 

She said that research done 
by her own group has come to 
the same conclusion as the new 
study. (The New York Post ar¬ 
ticle is at http:// 
www.nypost.com under ar¬ 
chives and is dated May 16, 
2003. This article is entitled 
"Second-hand Theory Blows 
Smoke: Study.”) 

It is also enlightening to 
learn what "The Times" of Lon¬ 
don reported about moves to 
ban public smoking. "The 
Times" writes that when many 
studies are pooled to increase 
their statistical power, only the 
positive studies go into the pool. 
This creates a false impression. 
(This article can be found at 
http://www.timesonline.com.uk 
under archives and is dated 
May 16, 2003. This article is 
entitled "Passive Smoking 
Risks in Doubt. Study Says.”) 

Are your elected representa¬ 
tives aware of this recently pub¬ 
lished important study and 
have the public been informed 
about it? The media's job is to 
report both sides of an issue. 

Tobacco is a legal product 
and smokers should have the 
right to choose to smoke with 
respect for others. As I see it, 
at least suitable indoor smok¬ 
ing areas should be allowed. 

It is clear to me that govern¬ 
ments' actions along with ex¬ 
cessive tobacco taxation are de¬ 
stroying the Canadian tobacco 
industry. All tobacco farmers 
are directly affected and there¬ 
fore deserve fair compensation. 
As a result of this, businesses 
and communities will encoun¬ 
ter difficulties.

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Farm and Ranch Bonspiel celebrates 10 years

The 10th anniversary of the 
Farm and Ranch Bonspiel took 
place in Didsbury this past 
week. The success of the event 
was shown greatly through¬ 
out. 

The event originally started 
with the coming together of 
Tony Overwater, Ray and Joan 
Hannah, Vance van Dam, and 
Neil Youngs. Ray and Joan 
Hannah and Neil Youngs all 
still remain on the committee. 
They started the event by ap¬ 
proaching businesses for spon¬ 
sorship and talking to the peo¬ 
ple who ran the Olds Bonspiel 
for ideas. 

Over the past 10 years some 
changes have been made, but 
overall the event has remained 
the same. 

“It is basically the same, 
with a few improvements," said 
Neil Youngs, Farm and Ranch 
Bonspiel committee member, 
and draw master for all ten 
years. "We are always gaining 
sponsorship, but it was strong 
right from the beginning.” 

The number of rinks in¬ 
volved has stayed between 36 
and 44 throughout the years. 

“We reached our peak at 40,” 
said Harry Reese, Chairman of 
the Farm and Ranch Bonspiel 
Committee for the past five 
years, and on it for 7 years. 
"We have maintained that same 
number for the past few years.” 

This Bonspiel is known to 
be a great opportunity for the 
farming and the business com¬ 
munity to come together and 
exchange views and ideas un¬ 
der social conditions. 

When the event first started 
in 1994, only farmers in the 
Mountain View County could 


participate. That all changed 
about 3 years ago, and now all 
qualified farmers can attend. 

“There are no boundaries 
anymore,” said Youngs. “If 
you own your own land, are an 
active farmer, or a retired 
farmer you are welcome to par¬ 
ticipate.” 

Each rink includes three 
participants and one business 
person from the sponsors. This 
format has remained the same 
through out the 10 years. This 
year there were 35 farm rinks 
and five business rinks. Eve¬ 
ryone who sponsors the event 
is allowed to put curlers in. 160 
people participated this year. 
Curlers came from Torrington, 
Olds, Crossfield, and 
Carstairs. 

Meals for the curlers were 
offered for next to nothing. 
They are given breakfast for $1, 
and lunch for $2. The kitchen 
keeps track, and the commit¬ 
tee pays for the balance of the 
meals at the end of the event. 
This year instead of holding a 
special thank you night for 
sponsors, they received meal 
tickets, and were given the 
same great deal as the curlers. 
According to Reese, this was 
very successful and they will 
continue this in the future. Free 
coffee was also offered to the 
curlers throughout the week. 

"We see a lot of the same peo¬ 
ple out every year,” said 
Youngs. “And we get a lot of 
the same sponsors, we do lose 
some and gain some every year 
though. Overall it is very sta¬ 
ble.” 

The committee holds their 
first meeting in October, and 
have four meetings between 


then and the Bonspiel. They 
also hold a closing meeting 
when it is over to discuss prob¬ 
lems that might of come up and 
new ideas for the future. Every 
year the Bonspiel is held on the 
first full week in January from 
Monday to Saturday. 

“It is a great opportunity for 
the rural community to thank 
the farm community,” said 
Reese. “Sponsorship is up from 
last year, they come to us now, 
we don’t even need to go look¬ 
ing for it.” 

A group of special guests 
came down to the curling 
arena to watch the event this 
week.

Those residents who lobbied 
the government last year in at¬ 
tempts to have the Didsbury Gen¬ 
eral Hospital moved into the Cal¬ 
gary Regional Health Authority 
(CRHA), and out of David 
Thompson Health Region, got 
their prayers answered. 

It was confirmed in October by 
Alberta Health and Wellness that 
the local hospital and all commu¬ 
nities to the South of Didsbury 
would be moved into the CRHA. 


According to Howard 
May, a spokesperson for Al¬ 
berta Health and Wellness, 
after many months of inves¬ 
tigation by the government 
Alberta Health and Wellness 
has made a decision to move 
the hospital into the Calgary 
region. "We are responding to 
issues raised in the commu¬ 
nity and have discussed this 
with both affected health re¬ 
gions," May said. "The dis¬ 


cussions have been going on for 
almost a year now." 

The date of the move was not 
confirmed but May said it would 
be occurring, "As soon as possi¬ 
ble." May added that the move 
is not expected, at all, to affect 
the staffing levels at the local 
15 bed acute care facility. "The 
community, as a whole, isn't of 
one mind on this issue and that 
is why the decision to move the 
hospital into the CRHA has 


many residents smiling, but 
Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills 
MLA said he just hopes that 
Didsbury's services are not af¬ 
fected if or when the City of 
Airdrie receive their own hos¬ 
pital.

November - Petition started to stop new County admin, building 


Taxpayers from Mountain 
View County (MVC) got together 
in November at the Elkton Val¬ 
ley Campground Recreation Cen¬ 
tre, and at the Mountain View 
Community Hall to discuss the 
plans for the new county admin¬ 
istration building. 

Plans that were discussed 
were not plans of excitement over 
the new building, but plans on 
how to bring the project to a halt. 

The Mountain View Taxpayers 
Association (MVTA) held the 
meetings to make other county 
members aware of their feelings 
on the new building, and to start 
a petition. 

"We are against this building 
being built at that cost," said 
Henry Kuelker, member of the 
Taxpayers Association. "I know 
we can do with less." 

The estimated cost of the new 
building is between $4.4 and $4.8 
million, compared to renovating 
the present building for between 
$3.5 and $3.9. 

Over 60 people attended the 
meeting on Wednesday, and al¬ 
most 60 people on Thursday. 


"We were pleasantly sur¬ 
prised with the turnout," said 
Kuelker. 

Ian Harvie, MVC Reeve, 
attended the Thursday night 
meeting for observation. 

"I am disappointed about 
the petition," said Harvie.

The petition was con¬ 
structed by a lawyer, to en¬ 
sure it was legal. 

"In order for it to be a le¬ 
gal petition," said Kuelker, 
"We have to get 1200 legal sig¬ 
natures." 

The petition states, "Pur¬ 
suant to section 232 of the 
Municipal Government Act 
2000 R.S.A. c. M-26, as 
amended, the undersigned pe¬ 
titioners hereby petition the 
Municipal Council of Moun¬ 
tain View County for a bind¬ 
ing plebiscite to approve a 
new municipal bylaw prohib¬ 
iting the sufficiency of this 
petition, from entering into 
any agreement for the acqui¬ 
sition of any land or construc¬ 


tion of any building with a cost 
of, one million five hundred 
thousand dollars (1.5 million 
dollars) or more. "
